We stated the other day that we had 


the figures to show that the County Jail 
now building on Washington street, be- 
tween Fourth and Fifth streets, in the 
rear of the Court House, -svill cost the 
county when completed the tolerably 
large sum of ninety thousand dollars. 
We always state facts, and herewith 
rnve an outline of the way the thing has 
been mismanaged. The original con- 
tract for erecting the Jail on the slaugh- 
ter-house site was let at 842,000. The 
contract was squared np iifitS' the con- 
tractor, Mr. Babcock, for the work at 
Block 22 for §43,150. Bugbee, of San 
Francisco, was paid for the original 
plans, $300; for commissions, S'2,100. 
Babcock was paid for tearing down the 
structure, $2,580 50. ' The Board had 
let this contract without advertising for 
proposals, and when they allowed.the 
first bill for payment for the work, Mr. 
Goodrich, who was County Auditor at 
the time, refused to draw the necessary 
warrant on the Treasurer for the money. 
The contractor procured a writ of man- 
damus from tho Supreme Court com- 
pelling payment. Babcock was allowed 
s= 1,000° for his expenses in fighting the 
county on this point. So the work at 
Block~22 cost the county S45.130 50. 


April i'", IS"4! Babcock proposed to 


remove the building and reconstruct it 
on the Plaza according to the existing 
plans for 4=28,000. This was after the 
Legislature had passed an act ordering 
the county buildings to be i-rected on 
the Plaza. The offer was not accepted. 


On the -20th, Babeoek offered to sur- 


render the contract for S23.00U. The 
Board referred the matter to the Dis- 
trict Attorney. Oil the 22d, Babcock 
made a statemtnt to the Board that the 
value of labor and material yet unfurn- 
ished was !?1,835. 
That amount would 


have been sufficient to iiiiish the Jail. 
On the suite day tho Board allowed a 
bill for S19.000 to cancel the contract. 


On the Oth of July the Board let the 


new contract to Babcock, with new 
plans, at *39,2GO. These plans were

taught as a mere matter for the memory. 


"EKMAEKS or BEV. MR. HAMILTON. 
At the conclusion of Prof. Allen's lec- 


ture, Kev. Mr. Hamilton was introduced, 
who made some very interesting im- 
promptu remarks. Mr. Hamilton said 
that he was strongly impressed with the 
feeling that our teachers and scholars 
need a greater number of holidays—more 
relaxation, more rest. 
Our churches 


need more saints' days. In this respect 
he 
was a 
Catholic at heart; 
in 


many 
others 
ho 
was not. These 


holida-'-s are neoded by both teach- 
ers and pupils, 
not 
merely from 


considerations of health and pleas- 
ure, but as a means of securing a more 
rapid advancement in knowledge. Habit 
is everything; and more depends on well 
directed energy and enthusiasm than on 
the amount of time spent. Study should 
never Ire continued to weariness and ex- 
haustion. We want the minds of teach- 
ers aud scholars kept vigorous. School 
Boards are too exacting in this matter of 
holidays. The power of endurance is 
tripled when the.miud is filled with en- 
thusiasm. 


If there is any profession m the world 


that ought to arouse all the enthusiasm 
of our nature it is that of the teacher.
